THE QUEST OF BEAUTY 


AM taking you through the grove that you 
may see what I mean and understand what 
I have been saying about beauty.” 

The speaker was Mr. Louis C. Tiffany, 
who is so closely connected with the modern 
movement in decorative themes of marked 

personal character. The occasion was a visit to 
Laurelton Hall, Mr. Tiffany’s Long Island home 
at Cold Spring Harbor. ‘“‘ Yes,” he continued, indi- 
cating the noble trees, ‘“‘those big fellows are be- 
tween seventy and eighty feet high. The husky 
darlings give the sombre quality so valuable in a 
landscape.” 

Then impatiently, as if realizing the poverty of 
words, he went on: ‘Years ago when I was a 
youngster I might have ventured to define beauty. 
As a student, filled with the pleasure of talking 
about it, I had plenty to say. To-day I hardly 
know where to begin, for there is beauty every- 
where, in everything. It is a mental attitude. 
Years ago I came to these wondrous woods that I 
might live with the trees. I wanted to bring them 
into my house—to the very fireside. They typify 
the style of architecture that I prefer. When one 
has to live with a thing, it not only should be beau- 
tiful but have the element of repose. 

“The quest for beauty often baffles. It is an 
element that changes. What may please to-day 
may disappoint to-morrow. 

“Nowadays, it is the fashion to import from 
abroad furniture and decorations, but very few 
examples are consistent with our own civilization, 
ideals, mode of living, or, for that matter, with a 
reasonable kind of life anywhere. We are an ex- 
travagant people, leading extravagant lives. But 
I must not rant against expenditure, which just 
now appears to be the fad. I would rather make 
a plea for more restrained and reasonable decora- 
tion, with nature as a stimulus, a harmonizer.”’ 

At the moment we_were standing on a little 
knoll which afforded an excellent view of the 
garden. There stands the old house, built many 
years ago and altered for Mr. Tiffany’s family as 
Occasion required, and close by the new house, 
Laurelton Hall, of ambitious intent and noble 
Proportions, which overlooks the harbor. Here

were many evidences of the painter’s love of the 
Orient. In the circular entrance court to the old 
house stands a small marble fountain, a water lily 
elevated upon a slender pillar. The shallow basin, 
half full of shining pebbles, is outlined with Jap- 
anese iris. Beyond is a hedging of box. The color 
effect is charming. No architectural embellish- 
ment could surpass in interest the fringe of living 
glory provided by the creepers following the lines 
and enveloping the trellis and pergola. As the wind 
ruffled the surface of the pool, the reflections of 
the house, tree teps, sky and flowers seemed to 
dance in joyous chorus. ‘You see,” said the artist 
facetiously, “I have adapted my design to the 
hillside, so that by extending the pergola and the 
terrace uniting the buildings with the woods 
yonder, I contrive a trap—a trap to catch the sun- 
light, and at the same time secure shelter from the 
winds. I have also taken a hint from the roadside 
by using common lilies to border the entrance to 
the court. Just look at the splash of color they 
give to the driveway. Wild flowers appeal to me. 
Here are the mountain laurel, the wild azalia, 
great masses of them.” 


ETURNING through the grove, we approached 
the “Hall”, beautiful in its dominating posi- 
tion overlooking the harbor made famous by the 
tales of Fenimore Cooper. Here the most effec- 
tive use of vistas, both within and without the 
house, is immediately apparent. “The funda- 
mental idea,” explained Mr. Tiffany, “‘is Persian. 
I have tried to do the unexpected, although it has 
all come about quite naturally. I have made, as 
you see, free use of the ice-plant. The window 
boxes are alive with its glistening foliage and 
brilliant flowers. The Greeks knew it as the mid- 
day flower, calling it the Mesembryanthemum. It 
appeals here as a connecting link, a glorious neck- 
lace, a jeweled coping to the balustrade instead of 
the conventional moldings. 

“The problem of life in the country,”’ continued 
Mr. Tiffany, “is always an attractive field for 
study. No doubt many people who come down 
here are disappointed. They seem to expect some- 
thing quite different—maybe a French chateau or 
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a Tudor Hall. They forget their own America. 
Still our architects are gradually learning that after 
all is said and done the thing worth while is to 
make a home that is attractive, in which people 
will want to live and to which they will return with 
delight. We are outgrowing, at least I hope we are, 
the craze for historical styles, which are out of 
harmony with the triumphant urge of this intensely 
modern life. I saw somewhere the other day the 
definition of an artist. ‘A man who does what he 
likes, when he likes, as he likes, but whose interest 
tires as his creation approaches completion!’ In 
other words, his enthusiasm flags when the thing 
is done, another way of saying that he must con- 
tent himself with the pleasure of doing. 

“Tn greater or lesser degree, beauty is within the 
reach of everybody. The struggle for attainment 
is certainly tremendously entertaining, and if we 
cannot actually reach our goal, that is, reproduce 
an entertaining dream, we can at least help others 
on the way. But here we are!” 

Refusing to be hampered by traditions, the 
owner has so. placed the octagonal court into which 
we now entered that it seems the soul of the house 
and furthermore forms a fine frame for the vibrant 
picture of the landscape beyond. The court is 
covered by a glass roof, known technically as “a 
lantern”. Beneath, swayed by gentle breezes com- 
ing through the ventilators, are purple gossamer 
veilings to tone down the light and add an element 
of mystery. Here indeed is the atmosphere of the 
Orient,*but restrained and refined. “To get the 
full flavor of the thing,’’ remarked my host as he 
indicated a divan, “you’d better sit down.” 

The court is cloistered with colonnading of 
many-sided pillars, cleverly arranged and capped, 
and with exquisitely modeled vases. Overhead 
balconies, burnt ivory in tone, catch the eye. The 
floor is of brilliant Mosaic, orange and velvety 
black predominating. In the center is a large 
slender-necked vase of glass so clear that. the water 
can be seen bubbling up from the bottom. The 
water overflows and runs down into the marble 
basin and thence through a channel bordered by 
palms and ferns to the terrace below. Stand- 
ing on either side are other bowls of glass

containing running water. 

“Well, you see,” said Mr. 
Tiffany, “here water is used 
as an element of beauty, fol- 
lowing the methods of the 
Far East. The Orientals wor- 
ship water. To them it is a 
treasure rare, a guest they 
honor. Here it not only har- 
monizes with the architectural 
scheme, but the vital liquid 
suggests hope, a message even 
to those living in the arid 
places of life. So here I have 
a cascade. Just listen to its 
merry music as it splashes 
over the rockery. It is the 
quick movement of the water 
that interests me, constant 
and pure as sunlight. I glory 
in its whimsicality. 

“Do you remember when I 
began to make opalescent 
glass? Well, I had many 
things to contend with in those 
days, I can assure you. People 
said, ‘Why not be satisfied 
with painting on glass?’ Too 
formal, too cold, I declared. 
Glass covered with brush work 
produces an effect both dull 
and artificial. Of course, some 
of the old twelfth and thir- 
teenth century glass, the won- 
derful pot-metal of Venice, and 
the old cathedral windows in 
France are gorgeous, but the 
arts are lost. So I began all 
over again:- I could not make 
an inspiring window with 
paint. I had to use a medium 
which appealed to me.” 

With the passion of a man 
enraptured by his subject, he 
hurried on: ‘‘How many years 
have I toiled to make drapery 
glass? My chemist and my 
furnace men for a long time in- 
sisted that it was impossible, 
claiming that the metallic 
oxides would not combine, and that was the trouble 
for many years. The mix would disintegrate. New 
styles of firing ovens had to be built, new methods 
devised for annealing the glass.” 

Again we were out on the terrace and again we 
looked through the grove to the sunken garden, 
and I thought I realized the painter’s conten- 
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“Water, as an element of beauty, holds the place

tion that after all the green 
of nature is the one thing of 
which we never tire.

“When you return to the 
city,” the great authority in- 
sisted, ‘remember that beauty 
is not confined to the country. 
One of the finest pictures I ever 
saw—one I shall never forget— 
was an early morning scene in 
the lower section of New York’s 
east side. It was only half light 
and quite foggy. The market 
wagons ranged about were de- 
serted, the drivers being busy 
getting breakfast at the push- 
carts lined up by the curb. 
Some laborers were preparing 
to asphalt the street. They 
were feeding the fires under 
the great cauldrons with huge 
logs of wood and the smoke, 
added to the mist, intensified 
the murk. Vivid flashes of 
flame, golden and blood color, 
now and then cut into the 
gloom. The men, a merry 
crew, squatted or stood about 
laughing. To them life seemed 
a glorious féte, each man play- 
ing some part in the spectacle. 
I stood enjoying the scene, 
the antics of the men and the 
way they lolled about, un- 
consciously picturesque. An- 
other group was roasting coffee 
in primitive fashion over char- 
coal, and they too were merry. 

Suddenly the great sun blazed 
out from behind the clouds 
“You ask me about beauty. 
You want a definition to take 
to the editor of Harper’s Bazar.

and tell him of the sun shining 
on and for all of us, and that the most helpful thing I 
can think of is to show people that beauty is every-

three incidents in the life of Joan of Arc—first, as 
the simple shepherd girl listening to the sacred 
voices; again when she encounters the dauphin in 
his court at Chinon; and finally, at the peak of her 
career, when she witnesses the coronation of the 
king at Rheims. This final scene—with its ecclesi- 
astical dignitaries, the brilliant court group and 
the picture of French chivalry, presented by the 
mounted knights—was one of the most accurate 
and inspiring reconstructions of a past period ever 
seen in an American production. 

The Genius of Enlightenment returns at the 
close of the first part to view the offerings at her 
shrine, and the festival which she proclaims with 
hope is violently shattered by the smoke and thun- 
der of War and his swarming minions. 

The second part of the performance dealt sym- 
bolically with the cause of the allied nations in the 
present war.

Liberty and Justice 
bid her draw the sword. Truth warns her that the 
act will set the world aflame. But Serbia may not 
choose. She draws the sword. 

Belgium enters with her orphaned children, her 
stricken people. She pleads her cause, and to her de- 
fense come England and France, and after them Rus- 
sia, the fires of revolution already smouldering among 
her people. England calls to her far colonies, and 
Japan brings her pledge of the defense of the Pacific. 

And now, as from a great distance, comes the 
cry of Armenia. Italy, casting off the bonds of 
the Triple Alliance, joins the Allies, as do Portugal 
and Roumania. To the assembled nations, Poland, 
the thrice divided, makes her appeal. 

Truth warns the nations of the strength of the 
foe, and the nations in antiphonal lament their 
losses. Liberty and Justice call to America. And 
now a new tumult arises in the Russia group, the 
haughty leader is dethroned, and the new Russia most picturesque 
gropes her way toward the fires of freedom and war.

More and more we are impressed with the straight 
frock. Here and there the wide belt is insisted 
upon—the wide, loose belt placed low about the hips.

N the very center of busy Paris, near the 
Louvre, is the old Jardin de Palais Royal, 
once the fashionable meeting place of the 
French mondaines. One wonders why fashion 
has wandered away from this picturesque spot 
so impregnated with historic souvenirs. Here 

it was that Ninon de Lenclos, when a beautiful girl 
of fifteen, used to take her daily walk on the arm 
of her father, and here it was that she was followed 
and admired by many “gallants”. One of these, 
more enterprising than the others, finally won her 
heart. Overthrowing all social laws, the young 
beauty slipped a poulet, as the French still call a 
love-letter, into her lover’s hand, telling him when 
and where she would meet him. And thus she 
started on that extraordinary career of adventure, 
which has made her famous to this 
day. It was also here that Cardinal 
de Rohan fell from grace, and laid 
the foundation for the famous 
Affaire du Collier, which in turn in- 
spired the elder Dumas to write 
“The Queen’s Necklace”. 

And now a group of artists have 
conceived the idea of turning the 
garden into a child’s paradise. If 
M. Jetot, the sculptor, has his way, 
the Chevaux de Bois will turn mer- 
rily and gwignol, the French Punch 
and Judy show, will attract its 
group of enthusiastic and laughing 
babies; and the fascinating goat 
carriage will be driven about by a future poilu, who 
will crack his tiny whip and laugh delightedly at 
the tinkling sound of the merry little bells. The 
world-old plaisir seller will carry his tall drum-like 
box on his back, the shiny brass wheel on top in- 
viting all to try their luck by a spin of the magic 
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Everyone remarked upon her chic as she prom- 
enaded in the Bois—but then, Soulié had de- 
signed her costume! It was Jersey, stitched 
at belt and hem, and trimmed with marten, 


needle, which may give out so many delicious sur- 
prises. And in a shady corner the quaint little 
red and green awning-covered cart will stand 
guarded by a nice, fat old woman, who will sell 
infinitesimal quantities of ice-cream packed into a 
tiny wafer cornucopia.

Many of the best- 
known literary and artistic leaders are interested 
in it. Two of the most enthusiastic are Francois 
Flameng, the portrait painter, and Whitney War- 
ren. The latter, by the way, is just back from 
Italy, where he has been making an official visit.

They were married very quietly “out 
there”, and now Miss Ethel Crocker, notwith- 
standing her youth, will continue the work. 


HE “Touring Club of France” is an encer- 

prising organization, which has done wonders 
to simplify the difficulties for all travelers in France. 
No matter what town we motor through, these 
kindly friends to humanity have been before us, 
have tried the inns and hotels, have wisely chosen 
the best and swung the recommendation sign of 
the club in full sight by the front door. Of course, 
this does not always mean that food is excellent, 
but at least one may rest assured that the village 
offers nothing better. The Club has lately added 
quite a new work to its duties to mankind—that 
of helping gardening in the war zone, by sending 
seeds and plants to all who need them. They also 
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are attending to the war-neglected orchards, and 
are raising thousands of small fruit trees destined to 
be transplanted later to the forét sacrée, at the front. 
So many heroes have been buried here that it 
has indeed become “sacred ground”’. 


NGLISH officers have established a precedent 

for smartness which defies all competition. 
They are absolutely irreproachable in their appear- 
ance from head to foot. Not only are they exqui- 
sitely groomed, but everything they wear is of the 
most expensive cut and quality. Considering the 
price of clothing, and especially of boots, it is no 
easy matter for many of them to live up to their 
reputation. A serious effort, therefore, is being 
made to reduce the cost of their outfit. The French 
officers, not wishing to be outdone by their En- 
glish allies, have copied them as far as possible, and 
they too are spending huge and uncalled for prices. 
The young officers are leaving their tight-fitting 
collars unhooked, just enough to show the white 
stock neatly tied beneath—a little touch that 
would surely improve the appearance of our high- 
collared American uniforms. The French have what 
is called the képi claque, a cap that folds up in the 
way the old time opera hats did, and it is under- 
stood that the American army may adopt it. 

The splurge in uniforms is felt more or less 
seriously at the aviation camps; no regulation 
uniform being required, there is an infinite variety. 
As few of these American students are rolling in 
wealth, they have adopted the plan of sharing their 
clothes—one pair of smart trousers, for example, 
being in continual demand by the soldiers who want 
to run the gauntlet to get into Paris.

HERE is always a consideration of importance 

other than humoring the caprice of woman in her 

search of novelty behind the changes of the mode.

mirable, as the crowning ornament of 

a room decorated with the luxurious 
elegance of the days of Louis XVI., 
terra-cotta group by Clodion. 

Claude Frangois Michel (1738- 1814), known 
to the world as Clodion, succeeded in popu- 
larity his teacher, the great Pigalle, and was 
regarded as the most imaginative and sensuous 
sculptor of his time. Reflecting the ability of 
his uncle, Lambert Sigisbert Adam, the 
sculptor of the principal group of the Neptune 
fountain at Versailles, Clodion excelled in 
bas-reliefs of playful satyrs, nymphs and 
cupids and in statuettes of children in the 
nude. 

Some of Clodion’s works are in plaster 
glazed and colored, or in porcelain, but his 
favorite medium was terra-cotta. The color 
of the Clodion terra-cottas depends upon 
the conditions under which they have been 
kept—those, for example, that have been 
protected under glass have a soft, deep 
creamy tone, while those that have been 
exposed to the air are considerably deeper in 
color. 

Clodion had a large studio filled with work- 
men reproducing his works and applying 
them to furniture ornamentation, clocks and 
toilet articles, for no one turned more readily 
from the sculpture of really important and 
impressive subjects to purely ornamental 
designs and no one was happier or more 
successful in their execution. 

Just as his contemporary Falconet, the 
serious author of some of France’s most 
impressive works in marble, modeled salt- 
cellars and groups for clocks, so Clodion 
turned from the busts of senators, and orders 
for work of the utmost importance intended 
for the Luxembourg, to model the groups in 
terra-cotta by which he has become more 
especially identified and in which he delighted. 

If we hear his name, we never associate it 
with subjects developed on a large scale such

as the bas-relief on the Arc de Triomphe du 
Carrousel; his “‘Montesquieu”’ at Fontaine 
bleau or his works for the Cathedral of Rouen 
Instantly one thinks of the bacchantes and 
satyrs of the “‘ Faune et Enfants” and its com 
panion, ‘‘Faunesse et Enfants”, at the Hétel 
Cluny. Representative of his lighter themes, 
“The Intoxication of Wine” is one of the most 
important groups. 

In works of considerable size, such as the 
marble statue in the Louvre of a bacchante 
bearing a little satyr on her shoulder, are seen 
forms hardly as graceful or refined as those 
of the smaller groups in which Clodion 
occasionally embodied suggestions of more 
than ordinary license. While these groups 
in terra-cotta almost invariably show spirit, 
ease and grace, together with a suppleness of 
modeling which is little short of amazing, 
Clodion’s bronzes likewise have great beauty, 
as for example his “Satyr and Female Satyr’’, 
at Hertford House, in England. 

The “ Bacchus and a Nymph with Cupid”’, 
which is shown on page forty-eight, expresses 
his naive and happy paganism with a subtlety 
combined with frankness rarely equalled. His 
especial aptitude for modeling children is 
shown in the laughing cupid that attends the 
bacchante revellers. 

But the vital quality of Clodion’s work is 
not confined to his undraped figures, for in 
the “‘Vestale” is found the same exquisite 
treatment of flesh and marvelous detail. 
The dignity and delicacy of this graceful 
figure expresses Clodion’s genius in one of its 
most delightful phases. Likewise the smaller 
figure of the infant Bacchus, whose chubby 
limbs and arms and happy laughing face, 
indicate the master’s wonderful skill in ex 
pressing the immature human form. 

These subjects are characteristic of his 
favorite themes, but in his latter life he 
undertook more serious conceptions in which 
there is seen no trace of the brilliant energy 
and erotic temperament of his youth.

The Betty-and-Billy act 
saddened her to hear a pretty girl and a very 
pretty man, sing “tew” for two, “mewn” 
for moon and “‘spewn” for spoon in the course 
of a “drewling” love song, the girl thereby 
discounting her beauty and the man brand 
ing himself as impossible. 

Suddenly the theatre was plunged in utter 
darkness—and when again the lights were 
turned up the stage was full set with a great 
velvet back-drop curtain upon which glis 
tened in scintillating brilliance the letter “‘ F”’ 

Constance felt her heart action increase 
despite herself. She seemed uncannily moved 
by the first flash on her sight of the per- 
forming dogs. Then the orchestra blared a 
series of appearance chords and into the semi 
circle of almost a score of dogs swept the King 
of the Animal Trainers with a succession of 
bows in acknowledgment of a receptive hand.
